n many occasions during my term of office, I have hoped to bring to this Council certain recomendations which I 
believe must be considered if the Town of St. Albert is to go forward again in the manner envisaged some years ago. 
T have been restrained in so doing because of those recent events with which we have becone all too familiar - 
petitions, cloudy financial position, investigation, Civic elections, and the unrest amonst our citizens which 
these events have occasioned. 
However, we can now see daylight ahead, and I wish to express my personal appreciation to all members of Council 
and to all those employees and citizens who have assisted me s0 wholeheartedly in months past. I believe that we 
have proved that the people of St. Albert can handle their ovn affairs ina mature and capable manner, and I earn— 
estly solicit your further co-operation in the days to come. 
We have built, within a short number of years, a modern residential community, and provided to it a standard of 
services of a high calibre - including water supply - sewerage disposal - paved streets ~ street lighting - and 
treed boulevards. Our school systems offer the finest by way of plant and instruction, and our public buildings, (ont, 
including the Town Hall, pumping stations, workshops and Fire Hall, are a credit to the Town. All of this has been

Population increase in 1962 - an amazing 31%, higher than any other development in the Edmonton area. 
The Municipal District of Sturgeon has a population of 20,000 people. 
A survey of the neighboring districts in 1959 showed a population of 3,000 people who shop in St. Albert. The 
Provincial grant for that year was based on that figure. Since this survey was made, a Shoppers’ Park has been 
completed which has 25 shopping units, including Alberta Government Liquor Vendors, thus increasing the outside 
shoppers by many thousands. Present plans are for an expansion of Shoppers' Park. All stores stay open from 
9 a.m. to 9 p.m.

The advent of this $2,000,000.CO industrial plant 
on River Lot 54 is, we understand, creating a great deal of interest on the part of other industrialists to build 
in this area.
